It is probable that the bill will be
veloed by the governor, In which
event It will be passed over the veto,
more than enough republicans having
pledgoed themselves to do so,

The cause of the disaster ls shrowded
In mystery and may never be discov-
ared, as Willlam Pollit, Jr., the man In
charge of the powder, Is probably
blown into a thousand pleces, no tmoees
of him haviog been found up to this
hour,
